C artney o f the citizens’ committee 
of Lawrence alm ost came to blows 
&n.l were separated by R epresenta­ 
tive Wilson of Illinois. 


T ho rules com m ittee had ad jou rn­ 
ed tho hearing to 'be resumed 
on 
¡Monday, necessitating the stay 
in 
W ashington of women and children 
from the i^awrenco 
woolen 
mills 
who had »been sent here to give teati- 
<mony -concerning strike conditions. 


R epresentative Berger wanted 
to 
know wbo was to pay the expenses 
of th e witnesse«. 


R epresentative Henry .said no pro­ 
vision h ad been made by the com m it­ 
tee. 
On th e suggestion of 
Repre­ 
sentative Wilson of Pennsylvania, a 
collection was started. 
.Several Law­ 
rence young women were m aking the 
•collection», and 
when 
Postm aster 
Cox of Lawrence contributed a dol­ 
lar, B erger protested ami instruct­ 
ed the young woman to return the 
money. 


"W e don’t want any blood mon­ 
ey," B erger declared. 


"W ho a re you'.’" demanded 
Mc­ 
C artney of Berger. 


"I ¡represent the people of Wiscon­ 
sin," Berger hotly replied, "and I 
don’t propose to have these people 
receive a ny blood money." 


"I t>rosb£bly have a» much money 
as you have,” 
McCartney 
replied, 
and it is not. blood money.** 


T h e Massachusetts man was sh ak ­ 
ing his fist in Representative Ber­ 
g e r’s face and the Socialist congress­ 
man was em phatic in his language, 
dem anding th at the dollar be return* 
ed by the yonng woman. 


As she gave ¡back the money, R ep­ 
resentativ e Wilson of 
Illinois, 
a 
m em ber of the rules committee, in­ 
tervened between -Berger and 
Mc­ 
C artney, who were alm ost on 
the 
verge of combat. 
His interference 
in the rquaibble ended the controver­ 
sy an d McCartney and Cox left the 
room. 


This was the climax to an exciting 
session of the com m ittee in which 
the Lawrence strike conditions were 
revealed from several rival sources. 


Samuel Lipson, a m em ber of the 
Lawrence strike committee, was on 
the witness stand and Representative 
J'ou of North -Carolina .‘ought to get. 
him to describe the scene at the sta­ 
tio n when the police and the militia 
¿prevented children from being; sent 
aw ay from the strike city. 
Lipson 
told of th e police grabbing th e chil­ 
dren and throw ing them Into patrol 
wagons and of shouting and club­ 
bing th e m others of the children. He 
adm itted, however, in response to a 
question th a t he had not seen m oth­ 
ers clutbbed. 
The witness told 
of 
seeing Jo h n Raney, an 
inoffensive 
citizen and not even a strike sym pa­ 
thizer, bayonetted by militia. 
The 
^witness also told of the killing 
of 
A nna Laplseo, he said by a police­ 
m an, and adm itted two labor leaders 
h ad been arrested in connection with 
th e death of the woman. 
Tho wit­ 
ness said th e strikers wanted their 
children se n t away from Lawrence 
so a s to keep them from being hurt. 


R epresentative Foster of Illinois 
asked Lipson if it were true th a t the 
Htrlking textile w o rk ers 'had thou­ 
san d s of dollars deposited in 
the 
savings h a n k s 'o f Lawrence. 


“Oh, no,” answered Lipson, "how 
could men getting five or six dollars 
a week put money in the 
savings 
Ihanik?” 


“ B ut w asn ’t it discovered,” 
Mr. 
F o ster continued, “ th a t one of the 
striking women, wiio w as h urt, had 
^ 70K>. in cash with h er? " 


Lipson adm itted th a t this was so, 
Unit explained th at she had ju s t ¡re­ 
ceived the money as a legacy. 


Disputes 1 Merger's Statements. 
John Gojden, presidentof th e tex­ 
tile 
w orkers’ 
union, 
contradicted 
som e of R epresentative B erger’s al­ 
legations as to tho com parative num ­ 
b er of w orkers of the world 
and 
m em bers o f the textile w orkers’ un­ 
ion there were in Uiwrence. 


Golden said th at conditions 
in 
Lawrence are load enough b u t in the 
south conditions are worse and wages 
lower. 
He said that the union's con 
ception of a strike is one b ro ug ht 
about in an orderly m anner b u t in 
th is instance no one "knew five min­ 
utes beforo the pay envelopes with 
th e first reduction taken from them 
as th e result of the 5 1 hour law that 
there was to be a strik e .” 


T urning to R epresentative Berger 
he said: 


" I t is all the fault of your E ttors 
and ybur Haywoods, who have tgone 
to ¡Lawrence and tpoisoned the m inds 
of the ¡mill workers. 
They h av e not. 
preached trades unionism to them, 
'but absolute anarchy.” 


.“That, is a lie," cried several 
of

'Henry threatened to clear tho room. 


¡Replying to finest ions, Golden said 
th a t as a result of their conduct, in 
Lawrence and their urging violence 
th e W orkers of the W orld were con­ 
sidered an organization of anarchists.

their company and requiring each to 
invest from $1500 to $l,000t for 
a 
stock 
of 
fire extinguishers which 
were invoiced to the agent at $2 
each and which cost 15 cents, ac­ 
cording to the representatives of the 
governm ent.

were 
promised $1 0 0 to $500 a month sal­ 
ary, according to postal officials, hut 
never -received 
the 
compensation. 
The men will be brought to Chicago 
for a prelim inary hearing.

town enroutt* 
and 
at 
each inter­ 
section of the railroads with navi­ 
gable streams, the lines io bo Iniilt 
in both directions at once.

Most of these craft aro exceedingly 
snmll, and thu tiller ropes are put iu 
at the beglnnlny: of every season by 
the owners themselves, to suit their 
own particular noilou». 
So. In every
